Flaxseed Jelly Is Excellent Subst itut e 
for Fat or C r e a m — Give So m e 
B ran an d W h o l e Oats. 


There is no need of feeding the or­ 
dinary calf for a longer period than 
one week on whole milk. 
()t course 
the change to sweet skim milk should 
not 
be made suddenly, nor without 
substitutes for fixe fat or cream 
To 
replace the fat that has bei n removed 
from Hie milk, as well as to furnish 
additional protein, there is nothing 
that can take the place of flaxseed 
jelly. 
This jelly should be added in 
small quantities at lirst and slowly in­ 
creased. 
Begin with a dessertspoonful 
in each feed and gradually increase 
until about a cupful is being foil night 
and morning to the three months-old 
calf. 
To prepare this jelly st< t p one 
pound of whole flaxseed in water al­ 
most boiling, until a thick paste re­ 
sults. It should be kept cool and 
weet 
until fed.

The other pig had just been killed 
by a farm er in Flanders wile a it was 
reported that the Germans, 
always 
eager for such titbits as fresh pork, 
were near at hand. 
Determined to 
save his pre perty, the quick-witted Bel­ 
gian took the carcass to his room, 
tucked it iii his bed, 
laced candles 
over the sheeted form and was pray­ 
ing fervently when a German soldier 
entered the room. 
The soldier tip­ 
toed out when he discovered that he 
had come upon a chamber of death.
